verdict of sound mind had been found for him it would 
have been rujnous to his person and property. 

Some insinuations have been made in this and a 
former article, as to the motives which induced the 
parties to proceed with this petition. It is not reason- 
able or fair to impute improper motives without any 
foundation. The heir-at-law and next of kin of the 
lunatic are persons of large means and high station in 
society, who would scorn to be influenced by any 
sordid motives, such as you impute to them. And we 
can truly say that his sorrowful.wife has repeatedly 
stated to us and others that she did not care about 
herself in the matter, her only object was to stay the 
wild extravagance in which Mr. Crosbie of late in- 
dulged, to protect himself and others from harm, and to 
save something out of his income to support him. In 
considering motives, it should also be recollected that 
this unfortunate gentleman’s entire income is only for 
his own life. Mrs. Crosbie refused to allow the petition 
to be proceeded with until she had the unqualified ap- 
probation of several members of his family, who came 
over to Dublin to see him at his own request.+ The fol- 
lowing is an extract from an affidavit sworn by our Mr. 
Howe, so far back as the 14th of July last, long before 
those articles of yours were published, which refers to 
this part of the subject:— 

Deponent saith, that the said John Gustavus Crosbie, 

having been informed by his friends. that the petition in 
this matter for a writ de Lunatico Inquirendowas about 
to be presented against him, wrote off to several friends 
in England, as deponent has been informed and believes, 
requesting them tocome over to assist or protect him 
in the proceedings under said petition, aud saith within 
the last few days his brother-in-law, the said Captain 
Edward Sweivright, his brother the said William Crosbie, 
and his cousin Colonel de Winton, came to Dublin in 
consequence of such request. Deponent saith that 
these gentlemen having made themselves acquainted 
with the state of the lunatic’s health, and of his affairs 
generally, as deponent believes, employed Edward Smith, 
of Rutland-square, to act as solicitor for the said John 
Gustavus Crosbie in this matter, and saith that the said 
Edward Smith having called upon deponent to ascertain 
the state of the affairs, deponent gave him all the in- 
formation he required on the subject. Deponent saith 
that afterwards an appointment was made by said Ed- 
ward Smith to meet the above-named friends of said 
John Gustavus Crosbie,on Wednesday, the 13th July 
instant, at one o’clock, at the chambers of deponent and 
his said partner. Deponent saith that such meeting took 
place accordingly, and was attended by the said Captain 
Sweivright, William Crosbie, Colonel de Winton, Edward 
Smith, solicitor, and Mrs. Crosbie, the wife of said John 
Gustavus Crosbie, and by this deponent and his partner, 
William Lewis, and atter a long conference and full in- 
vestigation as to the state of mind of the said John 
Gustavus Crosbie, and of his affairs generally, it was 
arranged that the said petition should be proceeded with, 
but that from motives of delicacy or prudence the said 
friends objected to support said petition openly in court, 
but they stated that they would not give any opposition 
to same, they being under the impression that the 
jurisdiction of this honourable court was necessary for 
the comfort, care, and protection of the said John Gus- 
tavus Crosbie and of his affairs, there having been 
already instituted against him several actions for defama- 
tion or slander written by him, whilst he was in an un- 
sound state of mind, and for recovery of various sums 
of money, and there being a probability of several other 
actions being instituted against him. And saith those 
gentlemen have been accordingly served with the usual 
notice of moving said petition, as by the affidavit of 
James Lithgow may appear.” 

It is not our province, perhaps, to enter into a discus- 
sion upon the law or jurisdiction of the court in 
lunacy matters. We may, however, observe that 
several acts of Parliament have been of late years 
passed for the protection and care of lunatics, and that 
the most vigilant attention has been andis every day paid 
by the highest as well as the lowest authorities and officials 
to the care and comfort of lunatics. Fortunately for 
society, the number of cases of lunacy in Ireland is not 
of sufficient magnitude to induce the Legislature to ap- 
point a separate court and separate judges, at a large 
annual expense, to do those duties in reference to them 
which are now placed in the hands of the Lord. Chan- 
cellor, the Commissioners of Lunacy, the Medical In- 
spectors of Lunatic Asylums, and other officials,at a 
comparatively trifling expense. 

We intend at the earliest opportunity to bring the 
state of this gentleman and his affairs before the Lord 
Chancellor, and we have no doubt that instead of re- 
maining a prisoner in the Four Courts’ Marshalsea, 
where he now is and has been for some time past, he 
will be either allowed to go at large, or placed in careful 
hands, where every attention will be paid to him.—We

former occasions. Last night I noted only fifty- 
five ; in August, 1850, I observed 149, and in 1852, 
114, in the same period.

Several of 
the stars were very brilliant, and left bright trains be- 
hind. They all seemed to diverge from a point, which, 
at half-past twelve, was between the Pole Star and the

Capella, within about fifteen degrees of the latter, from 

which it would appear that their direction is not relative 

to the stars but the earth. Their motion, with respect 

to the earth, was from north-east by east, to south-west 

by west, apparently convreging to a point below the 
orizon. 


THE CAMP AT ALDERSHOTT. 

Within this month, the troops at Aldershott have 
begun to ‘‘camp out” in real earnest. A regiment 
stationel under canvas for a month experiences only 
the least discomfort of the most comfortless of all 
modes of life. Officers are, to a certain extent, free 
to choose the position of their tents, and, if time per- 
mits, are able to indulge in the luxuries of a trench 
round their canvas domicile---perhaps a rustic seat 
outside, or even an impromptu garden of wild 
flowers. Under suchan arrangement, of course, none 
of the interminable exigencies and mishaps incident 
to daily marching and nightly camping anywhere can 
well be learned, and the Duke of Cambridge and the 
camp authorities, therefore, have very wisely deter- 
mined to accustom both men and officers to this most 
disagreeable phase of a soldier’s life. For this pur- 
pose, each foot brigade, accompanied by a propor- 
tionate force of cavalry and artillery, takes its turn 
to march out to Woolmer, and, after remaining there a 
day or two, returns to Aldershott by a different 
route, halting after each day’s march. and camping 
on whatever ground is best adapted for the purpose. 
Thus, the second brigade, under Major-General the Hon. 
A. Spencer, consisting of the 4th Battalion of the 60th 
Rifles, the 9th Regiment, the 2nd Battalion of the 11th, 
a squadron of the 5th Dragoon Guards, and the A troop 
of Horse Artillery, left camp on the 4th instant. The 
men paraded at 2 a.m., and commenced their march for 
Woolmer Forest early. All were in full marching order, 
and equipped exactly as if going on actual service 
against an enemy. ‘The force encamped at Woolmer 
in the afternoon of the 4th, and remained there till day- 
break of the 6th, when another march was made in the 
direction of Aldershott, and the meu camped on the night 
of the 6th between Pystock Ridges and Fleet Pond. 
Here it stayed till the morning of the 8th, when another 
move was made to Sandhurst, in the woods around 
which the third halt was called till the 10th, when the 
brigade was again early under arms, 2nd returned to its 
former quarters at Aldershott. On these marches, as we 
have said, everything is strictly according to the military 
rules of service before the enemy. The same outpost 
duty and almost the same vigilance on the part of the 
piquets is exercised. ‘T'he men, too, not only live on ra- 
tions, but have to kill their own meat and make and 
bake their own bread. It is impossible to over-estimate 
the value and importance of these t:vo latter additions 
to the soldier’s training. Anyone who has seen our sol- 
diers in the Crimea mangling a bull about the head with 
a large stone will admit with a shudder the necessity 
which exists for teaching the men how to kill their food 
properly. Care, however, must be taken to prevent the 
reckless waste of meat which, unless the soldiers are 
strictly watched, is certain to take place on these occa- 
sions. It requires no comment to show the importance 
of teaching all the men, of every branch of the service, 
how to make their bread properly. When the bread 
is made by contractors, soldiers are apt to be over nice, 
and refuse the ration on the most frivolous pretexts. 
Now, however, that the manufacture is entrusted to 
themselves, they must take the bread, whether good or 
bad, the only choice they have being that unpleasant 
one known as “ Hobson’s.” The whole idea, too, of the 
brigades camping out by turns is most excellent. A 
soldier learns more of his practical duties in a week of 
such marching than he would in six months’ routine 
life in the huts of Aldershott. There is as much differ- 
ence between soldiering in barracks and soldiering on a 
campaign as there is between a yacht race and a naval 
engagement. 

The march of improvement is showing itself strongly 
at the camp, which now boasts its “ influential organ” in 
the shape of a weekly paper entitled the Aldershott Mili- 
tary Gazette. As may be supposed, it is almost exclu- 
sively devoted to camp affairs, giving the general news 
of the cantonments, current on dits, rumours of ap- 
proaching changes, and of changes that sometimes never 
approach at all. It is, however, both useful and popular 
at camp, and likely to be so with those who have friends 
there. From it we learn that the number of persons in 
camp on the Ist instant (and the number still remains 
much the same) was 24,192—viz., 939 officers, 19,863 
rank and file, wives of officers and soldiers 1,497, chil- 
dren of do. 1,928. The number of horses was at the 
same date 4,361, but at present the number of horses is 
not over 4,000.—Belfast News-Letter.

ANTRIM MILITIA. 

Mr. Arnott asked the Chief Secretary for Ireland the 
nature of the official reports made by the civil and mili- 
tary authorities who investigated the recent rioting at 
Kinsale, and of the complaints made to the late Govern- 
ment as to the conduct of the Antrim Regiment of 
Militia, when stationed at Carrickfergus, on or about 
July, 1858; also, what steps would be taken with regard 
to the Antrim Militia in consequence of their recent or 
of their former conduct? . 

Mr. J. D. Fitzgerald (in the absence of the Chief Se- 
cretary) said it appeared from the inquiries made by the 
civil and military authorities that before the events in 
question the conduct of the regiment referred to had 
been creditable and soldierlike. In the month of July, 
however, some unfortunate disputes occurred between 
certain of the men and some civilians. A riot after- 
wards occurred at Kinsale of an apparently formi- 
dable character, in which eight hundred windows 
were broken, and serious injuries were sustained 
by some of the soldiers, but not by any of the towns- 
people. The regiment had been only recently embodied, 
and the officers had had but limited experience. The 
regiment was immediately afterwards ordered from Kin- 
sale to Cork, where it was kept during the inquiry, and 
it would thereafter be removed to England. The con- 
stabulary had strictly obeyed the orders given them by 
the local magistrates, and no fault could be attributed 
to that force. As to the conduct of the Antrim 
Militia while stationed at Carrickfergus last year, a 
disturbance had certainly occurred, though happily of 
no great importance, and resulting in no serious conse- 
quences.

Dearta or Sin GEORGE STAUNTON.—VWe have to re- 
cord the death of Sir George Thomas Staunton, Bart, 
which occurred yesterday, at his town residence, No. 17, 
Devonshire-street, Portand-place. The deceased baro- 
net was born at Milford House, near Salisbury, in 1781, 
and succeeded his father, the first baronet, in IS10. 
He was educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, but 
does not appear from the university calendar to have 
taken honours. After leaving college, he was appointed 
chief su for the East India Company, and was 
President of the Select Committee at Canton. and 
Commissioner of Embassy to Pekin in 1816. In 1818 
he was elected member for the borough of St. Michael's, 
which was extinguished by the Reform Bill. For Si. 
Michael's he sattwo years. In 1830 he was returned for 
Heytesbury, another borough abolished by the Reform 
Bill. In 1832 he was elected member for the southern 
division of Hampshire, which he unsuccessfully contested 
in 1835 and 1837. In March, 1838, he was returned for 
Portsmouth, and sat for that borough fourteen years, 
namely, until July, 1852, since which time he has not 

a seat in Parliament. Sir George was the author 
of a translation of the penal code of China, and has writ- 
ten several works which are held to be authorities on 
the subject, on our relations with that country, His 
father, the first baronet, was Secretary to Lord 
Macartney, Governor of Madras, and received his title 
after the negociation of the peace with Tippo Sultan in 
1784. He was subsequently Secretary of Legation dur- 
ing Lord Macartney's well-known embassy to China in 
1792. With the death of Sir George Staunton the baro- 
netcy becomes extinct. 


CLEYER Capture OF Rossers.—On Wednesday, the 
3rd instant, Sub-Constable Farrell, of the police force at 
Coalisland, arrested a man named Daniel Dougan, for 
a robbery of £15 from his master, Daniel Rourke, of 
Creenagh. When this fellow was examined before Mr. 
Brooke, J.P., at Dungannon, he acknowledged to have 
been concerned ina robbery of shop goods from Mr. 
M‘Clusky, of Coalisland, some months since, to which 
no clue had since been received ; and offered to inform 
on and discover his companions in that robbery, named 
Conn and Hagan. two returned convicts, then skulk- 
ing about Belfast. Mr. Brooke immediately 
despatched our active and _ successfil officer, 

t M'‘Clelland, in company’ with Sub- 
Constable Farrell and Dougan, to Belfast, to hunt up 
the ruffians, and, after a search of nine or ten hours 
through the purlieus of the town, they suceeeded in ef- 
fecting their capture, bringing them to Dungannon, and 
lodging them in the bridewell. ‘They will be brought 
up before the local bench, on the 12th instant. Great 
credit is due to Sergeant M'‘Clelland and his companion, 
Farrell, for their unwearied exertions in this case, so 
happily crowned with success.— Newry Telegraph. 

“THE Errects of THE ConcorDaT IN IluNGARY.— 
The Lutheran pastor of Pancsova writes tothe Pesth 
Evangelical, weekly paper :—“ ‘The Lutheran community 
of this place look forward with sad hearts to the decision 
of the affair of the cemetery ; for the Roman Catholic 
elergy, insisting upon the concordat, have prohibited, 
through the local magistrates, the funeral chants and 
sermons of the Lutherans at the cemetery hitherto com- 
mon to Catholics and Protestants. It was a source of 
pain to the Lutherans that ground beyond the boundaries 
should be allotted for their graves; to which during 
the autumn and winter storms the bodies ‘were 
conveyed with great difficulty aud with no attendance. 
We were assisted by the Christian love of the Non-United 
Greeks (the United Greeks acknowledge the Pope ; 
the Non-United do not, and are considered heretics), 
who followed us with processions, ringing of bells, 
&c., and gave us permission to finish the service 
in the chapel of their own cemetery.” ‘The written 
“permit” of the Non-United “ Arch-Priest to the Lu- 
therans, which was subsequently communicated to the 
ee in command, is as follows :—* Tothe VY eneruble 

utheran Community of Pancova,—Should ngt those 
who notwithstanding their differences in nationdlity anJ 
religion, obey the command of our Saviour by living ia 
the same neighbourhood as friends and brothers, agree 
to lay the dust of their loved ones in the same burial. 
ground until the trumpet shall sound that calls them to 
the great judgment? ‘Therefore, in the name of the Nor- 
United Greeks of this place, we declare that we receive 
willingly and in all friendliness the bodies of all belong- 
ing to the Lutheran community into our cemetery, until 
such time as their own shall be established. k. 
Unsenow1Ts.”’—The Lutheran pastor adds :—" We nowy, 
by permission of the general in command, bury our 
dead in the cemetery of the Non-United Grecks, till 
those of the different communities shall be established, 
when ours must for the future have a separate funeral 
car.” 

Fioops IN THE Nortn OF ENGLAND. —Some large 
tracts of country in the North of England have been 
flooded by the recent rains. In the manufacturing town 
of Todmorden they have been very serio:s. In addi- 
tion to the water which came down from the hills, two 
crevasses, one in the river Calder and one in the canal, 
are said to have occurred, which contributed consider- 
ably to swell the flood. The cotton mill of Mr. Charles 
Chambers was flooded almost to the top of the loons, 
and the machinery must have suffered much damage, 
in addition to work in the looms being spoiled. ‘The ex— 
tensive foundry of Mr. James Nattal was under water 
to the depth of between three and four feet, and suffered 
considerable damage. The machine shops of Messry. 
Lord, Brothers, was flooded, and, in fact, there was 
scarcely a mill or workshop in that part of the valley 
but suffered damage from the flood. A little down the
